EUROPE AND EGYPT. 

DoBLFX, Jan. 2. — In the police 
court to-day O'Brien was arraigned on 
a eliargo of seditiou.s libel, buaed on an 
articlt! entitled "Accusing S|)iritH," 
j)riiiteil in the UniUd Irdand, of which 
jiaper it is claimed O'Brien is editor.

Ni:\v York, Jan. '1. — The Ilendd'i 
IMadriil special says: Diplomatic cor- 
respondence in the Spanish red book, 
just published, contains the note of 
Secretary Blaine dejjreciating the in- 
terference of ICuropean governments 
in the iiirnirs of the neutrality of the 
Panama canal, and the note of the 
Spanisli minister in reply, dated March 
13, 18S2. She latter protests against 
tlie Mronroe doctrine, and against Am- 
erican endeavor to exercise the sole 
protectorate. It denies that the Co- 
lombian treaty gave the United States 
exclusive or jirior rights of protector- 
ate over the Panama canal, and winds

Buhver treaty, to invite other nations 
to adhere to principles therein expres.s- 
ed.' The Madrid press approves the 
attitude of the cabinet on .this ques- 
tion. 

Paiiis. Jan. 11 — The body of Gam- 
betta will be taken tomorrow to the 
Palais Bourbon, and remain until Fri- 
day, when the funeral will take place. 
The interment will Ije in the cemetery 
Pere la Chais. Members of the diplo- 
matic corps ask l.'ave to attend the 
funeral. Ileactionary pa[)ers express 
the opinion that tiie French Republic 
died with Gambetta. The Debate de- 
clared much will be forgiven Gambetta 
in consideration of his love for 
France,

have fallen at Baden, in consequence 
of the Hoods.

TO AMEND THE BYLAW FOR PROHIOIT- 
THE ERECTION OF WOODEN BUILD- 
INGS, 1879.

The luck of disciiiliiiu ami system in 
the tire ilopai-tniunt bucanio ag:uii pain- 
fully obvious at tlio Iho oil WeJuosday 
evening. Tliuro ivaa a time wlioii the 
city waH iuslly proud of its voluuteor firo 
brigado, 'b\it that was when the mombera 
wuro quick to respDud to a call to duty," 
and when the ar<,'aiiization was ctUcient 
uiid orderly and undor tliorouglidiacipliiio. 
The burning of tho Driard lloiiso wa3 
the firatiincideut that arouaod people from 
a state of fancied security and brouglit 
them to aoo tliu peril in which tho city 
atanda of a devastating conllagration. 
The Uiiard House was liteniliy thrown 
to the winds. It was a aplendid building, 
offered up on tlio altar of inconiputeney 
when conditions for its safety wore most 
favorable. The fire on Wednesday even- 
ing furnished another indictment. Tho 
hour was early, scarcely U o'clock. The 
alarm was (piickly given, tiio liand en- 
gines and huuka wero soon on tho ground. 
From tho moment of their arrival uU was* 
confusion worso confounded. Eveiy 
nrau and boy. on the spot unlimbered his 
tongue and "began to give orders. Tlieir 
frightful clutter prevented the orders of 
tho ofticers of the department being 
heard. It was Bodlam lot loose. Tho 
crowd, oager to aoo tho tiro, choked tho 
narrow street in front of tho burning 
building, impeding tho hose fronr being 
passed along by tho few firemen who liad 
i-esponded t" the summonB and who 
struggled with diSiculty through the 
surging nv.^ss. While all this was going 
on the flames caught tho buildings on 
eithei aidoof the wash-house. The hand 
engines now bc^an to force weak and 
inofFectivo atrcama on tho flamos, butuvon 
they, weak as they weic, wore badly 
dii-ootod and -much of the water wm wast 
ed. Tho tlames mounted higiior and 
higher. Tho roofa of tho adjacent build- 
inga weiv all alire. Tho Deluge stoainor 
was laid up for repairs, but aoino thought- 
ful soul started a tire beneath the boiler 
of the Tiger steamer, .oa it lay in its liousc, 
leas than a block and a-half from tho firo. 
A good head of stoam was soon got tip, 
but the engine remained for twenty min- 
utes idle at the house before a suUicient 
force arrived to drag it to a cistern. 
AVlien at last it reached a cistern its pow- 
erful stream, with the aid of the liand- 
ongino.", iiuonched a tiro that bid 
fair to consume tho town. The Dolngo 
hand-engine^-: which drew water from 
the cistern at tho corner of OovornnifMit 
und Johnson streets, was at ono time al- 
uioat deserted and an ex-chief enyuieer 
had to pass tln-ough tho crowd and im- 
plore the poopUi to assist in keeping the 
engine's brakes in motion. Tiic air was 
still and tho buildings damp with tho late 
rainfall. Conditioiia wore therefore fa- 
vorable for keeping tho firo in check. 
When wo assort that h.id there been a 
atiff breeze tho iiiaiu portion of the town 
would have boon reduced to ashes, we but 
echo tho popular sentiment. It must bo 
seen now that a com^'nto and radical 
change has become noes: "try. The do- 
piirtnient from an instituti. n of which 
Victorians spoke with pride, li.'s sunk to 
tho position of a byword and ,,^Droach. 
All honor to tho men who in tho pas' have 
given their services freely to protect the 
property of fellow-citizens from the a > 
atroying element, but even they must see 
that the department, as now constituted, 
has outlived its usefulness and should be 
remodeled. 

THJi POSTAL DEPARTMENT. 

Every day but add., to tho public dis- 
satisfaction respecting tho Victoria poat- 
ofDce and the parsimonious way in which 
it is carried on. Is the Ottawa govern- 
ment awaro that the business triiiisacted 
here has (juadrupled in the last throe 
years; that two trained clerks have re- 
cently resigned becausu of tho superabun- 
dance of work and tho insufiiciency of 
pay; that delicate women and tender 
children and sickly men are forced to 
stand in tho cold ilniiiglits of a clieerless 
lobby for hours at a time awaiting the 
Horting of mails and tlieir turn to be 
nerved; that parcels and papers are nut 
sorted for two days aftur tho arrival of 
each mail? Instead of consulting popu- 
lar convenience it would almost seem that 
popular inconvenience is the object sought 
to be attained by Llio authorities at Otta- 
wa. Til some postoflices in the east where 
the business transacted is far less than at 
tliia, ten, twelve or fifteen trained oliicials 
discharge duties which in tliis city arc en- 
trusted to a few unskilled liands. The 
whole community is crying out against 
the injustice of a syalem which inflicts an 
actual hardship on the public and forces 
the officials to labor at night and on ata- 
tute holidays and uveii on tho Lord'a Day 
if they wish to keep ahead of the evar- 
accuinulating press of business. It is not 
Buhjeut for surprise that errors occur. 
Tho wonder is that mistakes arc not more 
frequent. Under tho circumstances it is 
wrong to blaiiio tlie officials lieri!. They 
are doing their beat to servo tho public. 
They are actually overworked. N'o labor- 
ing man puts in as many hours iis the 
unfortunate attachda of tho Victoria post- 
offico; and still tlio coniinunity is not sat- 
isfied and will iKjt be satislied until the 
service has boon made more ofHciout.

To TiiE Enirou: — I wish, through tho 
columns of your paper, to draw the at- 
tention of tho citizena of Victoria to tho, 
present unsatisfactory state of aOairs in 
conneoi^ion with the fir'B department; and 
to impress iippn'the/niindi of condidates 
for rniihrci pal" honors' the absolute noces- 
sity of taking prumjit and etlicient ' fltopa 
towards removing the evils existing in 
that organization. Tlio coat of tJiis de- 
partment for salaries is as follows: Chief 
engineer, 8700; assistant engineer, §300; 
steward, JiDGO; secretary, §300; Mr. Hend- 
ry, water engineer, $:tOO, making a total 
annual outlay of §2500. In addition to 
which there is tho cost arising from wear 
and tear of machinery, hauling onijinos, 
water, light, fuel, &c. There aro three 
companies, with a roll-call of U5 each, 
making the total number of firemen 195. 
But the average attendance does not ex- 
ceed 00 members, and it is a notorious 
fact tiiat at the late firo at the Driard 
IJouse, members of the fireiiion were con- 
spicuous only by their absence. Each 
fireman is by law e\ein[it from service on 
juries, and it would aeom aa if this was 
tito chief motive that induces many to 
enroll aa liromen. In the opinion of many 
citizens it is thought that the time has ar- 
ii\ed when a system of paid and thor- 
oughly ollicient firemen should tako tho 
place of the |>rcsent organization. Tho 
otlicers being ajipointed, not aa liitliorto 
by "touting" for oHice, but by tlio muni- 
cipal council, or by public election. §300 
aro paid to Mr. Hendry who is already in 
receipt of 31800 from the council.

HIS DEATH. 

"^hat tho ITationa Say of His Z^oss. 

Nkw Youk, .Ian. 2. — The Tmes' ajieeial 
says CJambetta's cnrpnn repo.'joa on a bed, 
and theej'Cs, wliick are wide open, pre- 
Burvo their customary e:qn'ession, while 
the mouth seems to be mobile and the 
hair thrown back from the forehead. 
There is no distortion in the features and 
death has not disfigurud his fioni.teiimico. 
Perhaps had he been like ordinary mor 



tliu child and his father to Dresden. This 
was the journey so much commented upon 
last year by the European press, which 
sacribed political motives to ihe [iresenco 
of Leon JMaasabie et La Dame. After 
their return Leouia went every Saturday 
to his villa, where shd was accepted as 
mistress by the sorvants, and ireturned 
Mond.ay morning in his carriage. Their 
quarrels also continued till within a week. 
'I'hrce discharged donieatica revealed the 
mysteries of stories of tho ill-starred 
establishmoiit, and finally tho dissensions 
culminated in a . scone of the unh.appy 
pis^tol shot. Gambotta lost his temper, 
giving vent to abuse and coarse language, 
an .-has he waa wont to employ in mo- 
ments of passion. She waa oxaaperated 
and seized a revolver and tired. Ho raised 
his hand to turn aside tho weapon and re- 
ceived his death wound. 

Paius, Jan 2. — Casting aside tho story 
of the pistol shot fired at QambetUi by 
tho mdtno'r of his son, which ia strongly 
denied, tho most jilausiblo version is that 
after ho liau received tho accidental wound 
in the forearm he became impatient at 
hi.s detention at his hmne, which was in- 
toiisitied by alarming stories regarding his 
condition whicii filled the press, and oth- 
ers of a rauro annoying. nature, which his 
onoiniea indulged in. Tho wound was 
healing nicely, but his desire to appear in 
imblic to silence his enemies grow so 
strong that he reipiested bis physician to 
3tu[) the suppuration, which he did, al- 
though he pointed out the danger which 
CJambotta waa running; but to which ho 
was deaf, •* Ua nnly desired, to appear in 
tho chamber onco, at least in the room of 
tl-.e commission, of which ho w.ia chair- 
man, which he believed wonld put an end 
to tho outrageou.s reports in circulation. 
Tho doctor, against his own judgiiioiit, 
did as requested, and in a few hours the 
pus from the wound, being debarred its 
natural outlet, took another course, bur- 
rowing under the skin, toward tho shoul- 
der and manifested itself in two largo ab- 
ccsscH under the armpit, which caused 
him the greatest pain. Ho had arisen 
from his bed, hoping to lie able to tako a 
trip to Paris the next day, but he bad to 
retire at onco, when a slight fever appear- 
ed. 'I'his waa subdued iu two days and 
hojm began to revive, but on 'Sunday 
night before t;liriutmua, Crambetta, who 
w:is always a groat eater, dined heartily 
and becoming excited during a jiolitical 
discussion sulfored a relapse. In the 
nieanlinio the pus had worked ita way 
downward and now showed itself in an 
:ibces3 in the stomach. Later another 
abceaa appeared, grew in size and nearly 
blocked llie e;eouni. This presaged tho 
end. The autopsy ahuwud uo lesion ex- 
cept on the intestines. 

The Rep ublique Ffancaise publishes the 
following authentic account of tho pass- 
ing away of t'Jaiiibetta: Early Sunday 
morning a notable change for the worse 
ill CJanibetta's condition w.is noticed. 
Nevertheless ho was allowed to cherish 
his illusions of ultimate recovery. At 
9.30 ho w.as able to have his bed changed 
wit hout great difficulty with the nssisianco 
of Dr. IClieiine and some servants. The 
doctor, who lip to this time had been very 
cautious, w.as uii;iblo to conceal his appre- 
lieiisioiis. Ill tho afturnoon the disease 
inere.isod in violence, and tliu patient's 
stienglli visibly diiuinisliod. Gambotta's 
father-in-law, sister and other friends 
were sent for befure the death agony be- 
gan, ai 10 p. m. At 11 tho pivtiont lost 
consciousness, and at 11:55, after utter- 
ing a fow feeble moans, oxjiired. 

For nearly 20 hours before Gambotta 
became unconscious he complained that 
he was tortured with pain as if a ball of 
red hot iron were inside him. 

'I'he funeral will bo conducted with hi£(h 
civic rights. Tho family are anxious that 
the burial should take jjlace at Nice, but 
friends advise that it be at J'aria. 

Thi.i afternoon a man selling copiea of 
the iiewsp.-iper, the lindiial, containing a 
scurrilous article concerning (iambetta, 
waa seized by the crowd and his papers 
destroyed. Tho pidico had great difli- 
culty in rescuiag him from tho oscitod 
populace.
